W illin g D. Cargill is 7u years of 
age and status that ho lives in the Y.K.C.A. so that ho can use the facilities 
of the Y.M.C. A. to retain his health. Eo stated that he did not know anybody 
by the name of E. 0, Cargill, 

In the M/R from RA Kenneth J. Wieroan, Austin, Texas, ha advised that he 
checked the Texas Department of Publio Safety, Bureau of Identification with 
negative results, also the State Traffic Violations Bureau and the State Welfare 
Bureau with negative results. The Texas Drivers License Bureau furnished the 
name of 0. A. Cargill and gave "his address as 973U Abernathy St., Dallas, Texas, 
and listed his occupation as carpenter. 

On Fob. 5, 1961i, reporting agent talked with Inspector Kelley by telephone 
at which time Mr. Kelley advised that Mrs. Karina Oswald had boen approached with 
the name E. 0.
